MISSIONARY FUNDS. 

I much regret to see a form of expression, in 
Missionary papers and speeches, lately becoming 
cominon, implying that the churches are the whole 
support and dependance of missions. This is to 
be lamented, not merely because such is not the 
fact, but because the tendency is injurious to the 
missionary cause. Missions are sustained by our 
congregations ; the same portion of the commu- 
nity that sustains the ordinances of the gospel 
among ourselves. It is well known to be a fact, 
not uncommon, that certain individuals, not Chris- 
tian pre yfessors, give more to the support of missions, 
and other important Christian charities, than any 
members of the church with whom they are tellow- 
worshippers. A family, not having one professor 
of religion, in a town of 3000 inhabitants, has 
done more for these objects, for a number of years 
past, than any other family in the town. There 
are many good women, members of churches, 
whose husbands are not members. For your five, 
or ten, or twenty dollars a year, do you look to 
the wife or to the husband? In many of our con- 
gregations, one half of the contributions is from 
non-professors. Are to make 
edgement, and give no evidence of our depen- 
dence on their liberality?

Whenever it aims at the grand, the 
chorus of voices, however good, generally fails of 
its object, and leaves upon the mund of the wor- 
shipper the shadow of what it would be. It may 
not be well advised to press upon the attention of 
the Christian community an object of this kind, 
when there are so many others that claim their
